But s pelit- 
ical party, as parties have been formed in 
the United States, proposes some definite 
policy which is capable of being adopted or 
rejected, and, when adopted or rejected, 
unless it entaile consequences which 
thuataleo be submitted to the people for 
adoption or rejection, the party proposing it 
and the party opposing it break upat vay 
nearly the same time, and new parties form 
‘on other policies. 
For instance, we bad in América, from ite 
. pettlement to the outbreak of the Revolu- 
tion, a division between Tories and Whizs,— 
the. Tories supporting the Crown, and the 
Whigs sustaining’ Parliamentary or Repre- 
sentative Government. But, when the Colo- 
nies broke awsy from Great Britain, the 
Tory party disappeared in defeat, and the 
Whigs omrried the country through the Rev- 
olution. At its close the Whigs divided,— 
those who, like Patrick Henry, preferred 
the Confederation, tetaining the name of 
Whigs, while those who, like Hamilton, 
Adams, and Madison, aspirod te « more per- 
feet Federal Union, became Federalists. 
With the adoption of the Constitution the 
‘Whigs disappeared in defeat, and the Feder - 
alists inaugurated Washington’s Administra- 
tion by a unanimous vote. But by the 
lose of bis administration the country be- 
came intensely agitated by ite sympathies 
with the French Revolution of 798, and with 
the Republic then struggling into existence. 
Those who conservatively desired to remain 
content with their own success retained the 
name of Federalists, while those who desired 
that the United States should wield an ag- 
gressive. Republican influence abroad as- 
sumed the more decisive party name of 
Republicans. The difference widened until

In each of these changes of parties we 
have en that the triumph of a party’s 
policy, whether right or wong, wiped 
out the opposing party, lifted the 
‘wictors into undisputed power, and 
then divided into two

But, some will ask, why may we not have 
here, aa in England, two perpetaal parties, 
one of which shall be the permanently 
Conservative, and the other the permanent- 
ly Progressive party. England, since the 
days of Charles the First, has had bat these 
two parties, though the Tories are some- 
times, for politeness, called Conservatives, 
and the Whigs are variously styled Liberals 
and Reformers.

Ward Beecher, in a recent article in the 
Christian Union, has sounded the key-note of 
the Republican Reform movement. The ar- 
guments which have been put forward by 
the leaders of the party, ite political speak- 
ers, and the journals which advocate the 
movement, are based upon the immediate 
political necessity of reform an existing 
policy, and correcting existing errers by the 
displacement ct those who are carrying out 
that policy. All their efforts are bent upon 
sccomplishing this vital result by the 
nomination of candidates who will carry out 
the principles involved in the campaign. 
The platform which will be ad at OCin- 
cinpati has reference to the coming four 
years; and, at the end of that time, may 
have to be replaced by another to 
suit. the altered condition of things. 
Parties are mortal and platforms ephemeral. 
They change with the growth of the country, 
both materially, socially, and politically, 
and consequently no party can assame with 
certainty that its action to-day will be ap- 
plicable four years hence, or even that itself 
will be in existence at that time. Henoe, 
whatever action it may take has reference 
more to existing than to fature necessities, 
and is measured by the limits of its senstitu- 
tional tenure of power. 5 

Mr. Beecher, however, goes deeper than this 
in arguing for the necessity of a new party, 
and, discussing the question from a philoso- 
phical, rather than a political, standpoiat, 
evolvce @ principle which is always appli- 
cable to all dominant parties,—a principle 
which has always been proved true and 
true. The substance 


and overthrow of parties, and that the 
sagacious patriot wil! always render the best 
services to his country and his times. who 
leaves his overgrown party and defies it in 
the name of honesty, economy, local self- 
government, and a strict observance of the 
Constitution as it is. The direct inference 
from this statement is, that the overgrown 
party is not honest, not economical, does not 
regard the rights of local self-government, 
nor strictly observe the Constitation ; and 
‘these are the literal charges which are 
brought against the office-holding faction of 
the Repabhean party. Stated in another 
form, Mr. Beecher’s argument is, that the 
only safety of the country lies in a vigerous 
opposition. An overgrown party, which has 
deen in power year after year, meeting 
“with little or no opposition, naturally tends 
to encourage abuses of power, corruption, 
and violations of law, which imerease pro- 
portionately with its growth, and its ability 
to cover them up by the application ef its 
patronage and other resources. The truth 
of this has been manifested in the history of 
the Democratic party, in the recent record 
of Tammany, and in the experiences of the 
Republican party daring the past few years. 
Originally founded to carry out @ certain 
line of policy which was beneficial to the 
country at large, and which was demanded 
by the new state of things produced by the 
war, it accomplished them, and then oom 
menced to driftinto the opposite extrome, 
and drifted all the more rapidly 
as it inereased in strength and 
numbers, fostering corruptions and francs, 
entailing a fearful burden of debt upon the 
Southern States by ite interference with 
their local governments, and violatine she 
Constitution and the laws in repea‘ d in- 
stances. The abuses ef the immenr. politi- 
cal and moneys power wielded by the present 
office-holders, during another fur 

would grow simply igtolera»ie. Hence, 
sagacions men are now providing for the 
limitation of political power to its proper 
uses, by the organization of a healthy and 
vigorous opposition. That oppositien evi- 
dently cannot come from the Democratic 
party, which is powerless for opposition 


and effectively defy existing ab and cor- 
runtions. Such an opposition is not singular. 
It has been the common experience of par- 
ties the world over. It has marked the his- 
tery of all social organizations. Even the 
Church itself has had to be purified ia the 
same manner. The absence of such an oppo- 
sition would tend to centralize power until 
it grew into a despotism. 

Ot the character of this opposition we need 
say but little. The men who are engaged in 
it are well known. The only charge of any
